‘ttawa before teking any more decisive 
action,

of the customs duties, the officials say, 
might very easily amount toe large sum, 
for a considerable number of consignments 
of unleaveped bread are received in Toronto 
every year during the two weeks preceding 
the Passover. The amount of the loss can 
that yesterday—and yesterday was an 
average day—75 cases of bread, varying ip 
eight from 30 to 2UO pounds, were receiv: 
i by local consignees, and that in each 
case several flasks of brandy and @ number

HYENA ON THE LOOSE. 


Taconvenicat Stowaway ena British 8team- 
ship. 

The Nairnshire called as usual at Las 
Paimas, says the London Daily News, and 
there a hyena, which had been sent from 
Cape Juby aad consigned to the London 
othce of the West Africa Company, was 
taken on board. It was confined in a 
wooden box, or cage, three feet long, three 
feet broad and two feet six inches high.

| MODERN TELESCOPES. 


The Great Progress Made inthe Manafac 
ture of Instruments. 
' 


In an informal address before the Boston 
Scientific Society Mr. Alvan G. Clark, the 
famous telescope maker, spoke of the tele 
scopes of the earlier astronomers, among 
them that of Galileo, who was the tirst one 
to apply this instrument to celestial obser- 
| vation, showing some of the difficulties 
under which the earlier opticians labored. 
The difficulty lay in the fact that in its 
passage through the lens the light of the 
stars becomes separated into the different 


of these colors comes to a different focus 
within the teleacope tube. This results in 
confusion and injury to the image, The 
| first step was the invention of the reflect- 
ing telescope, different forms of which 
were made by different men, in the manu- 
| facture of which delicate processes were 
undergone, and with which some remark- 
able results were achieved. Mr. Clark ex- 


cians tried to avoid thia dispersion of light 
by means of long tubes, and paid tribute 
to Dolland, the English optician, who firat 
vave to the world the achromatic objec. 
tive. In this combination of lenses the im- 
perfection of the image 1a eliminated to a 
large degree by the use of a second lena, 
| the imperfections of which are equal in 
| amount to those of the first lens, but op- 
posite in quality or direction. 

Mr. Clark reviewed briefly the atory of

is now the aole remaining member.
